rpHB QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY. 

■ 'To»day is iho forty-seventh anniversary of 
■ "Her Mi^est^'a Birthday. roriy-Bovon years 
■■'I I ig'a abort period in the world's history ; bui 
. j, a span even in the history of England j and 
■' ' yet'nhiit migliiy changes have been ovolrcd 
-I'i sioco Victoria first saw the light. Troublous 
llmef preceded Uer ' Majaatjp'a advent— Ibe 
., Great Napoleon bad been devastating Enropo' 
tha continent hud formod one vast hattlu 
field in which nearly ovory European nation- 
ality had beon engaged in deadly conllicl, 
even ■ in ibe New World the cinsli of nrms 
bad not long been quieted. Ambition, ag- 
grandisemeot, .tbe lust o( power and 
of 'conqneat had kept the civilized 
world in a ccnsoluss turmoil, Kin>;s 
and Euiporora had it indeed nil prelty 
much their own way. Tlio destiny of a 
^^'DatloDand the happiness of a people ile- 
>'!' peoded at that time on n very (lender thread. 
A whim, a dcaire (or iocraaaed territory or a 
feeling of personal hate on tb,e part of the 
reigning monarch, wasonoufjh to involve Ihe 
population in war. Things are a little different 
DOtr. Even in tho most dospolic country 
in Earopa tbe people's will roust be 
jto,''Nma;'ateDt. respeeted. The "divine 
right'' of .monarobs is. iiiit fading away ba- 
' ' loirei'' tbe' marob of enllgbteDmeDt and the 
force of example. It is difTioult for oveu tho 
Bussian now to swallow the super.slitiuu'i 
dogma when be looks at the tirst European 
power gOTeroed by a namber of mea who 
are indebted for their poaitioo to the people, 
and who are reBpoDaible to the aama aoihori- 
ty for their acta. It is dlfBonlt when be 
looks ooroas the Atlantio and sees tho Gov- 
ernment of a powerful nation made up every 
few years out of the citizens of the coramon- 
, wealth. This is the great feature ol tbe 
present century — the rapid progress of popalor 
government, the elevation ol the people from 
mere flocks and herds to active partioipatora 
in the conduct of public aUnirs. If we were 
aiked to point out tho most gratifying fact in 
the lorty-seven years to which wo have al- 
'•Itlded, ne would undoi:l;tcdly point to Ibis. 
' " ' It la this political progress which sheds bo 
grand a lustre around Victoria's raiga, and 
which makes tbe throne of England secure 
while the monnrohs on the continent nro 
subjected to periodical perils ; and it is to 
the glory of the Quien d Eni;laud that she 
has on every ond all oo'oasions ahowo an 
anxioua desire to carry out tbe will of her peo pie. 
«iii;i.-,Jn no, period in Bogliah history baa there been 
a monarch who oiitered so thoroaghly 
into the feelings and wishes of the popula- 
tion. Tho President of a republic may stand, 
fi3 the present President of tho Uiiiie.; 
States stands, in direct uiUagijiii^iii to thu 
Legislature ; bat the Queen uf Kngland 
otakss no parti' in tha'polilio^l.afiairs of the 
' country. She belongs to no party — she baa 
no policy to carry out : — the views of llio 
people may bo her views or they may not ; 
but under any circiimstancea her courea is 
plain, she sanctions them. This is her great 
aafegnard — the eafegaaid of the moaarehy 
. and the safeguard of tbe nation. Thia it ia 
. wbiob has kept Great Britain in domestic 
peace nod ^uielne.ia while Bimost every 
other power has been undergoing the throes 
of revolution. It ia not, however, in her po- 
litical capacity that Queen Victoria is the 
model queen.

Prince Albort's death undisturbed ; but with 
jjf^' •LBpicit.uf.eeili'deniBlr.abe-reniained at her 
poit— ^when her heart was too deeply laden 
with grief to perform those court mnrninerieH 
which custom exacts from the Sovereign, i-he 
Btill wont through hor poliliccl duties. It is 
Huch a (iueon 03 this that dignifies iiionnrcliy 
and makes it acceptable to the nation, ond it 
is Booh a Queen aa thia (bat gives to tho 24tb 
of May Ibe obaracter of a true naiionQl 
JioUday nbererer the British subject resides. 
Other nations have their national holidays — 
some of them a great deal more uacrod than 
tho mere anniversary of an o.venipliiry wo- 
man's birth— but it is left to tho English- 
tnan to bqast (bBt bis holiday is kept In every 
Istiind'e anil ill every olime~that the strains 
of the national anibem are beard in every 
part o( that Empire on wbiob the sun never 
sets.

New Yokk, May 21. — Tho Panama Slur 
and Herald extra, of May 13, has tho fol- 
lowing : the American shins Vandcrbilt and 
monitor Monadnook arrived in tbs harbor at 
Panama on tbe evening of the 12tb insia- 1.

It is our opinion that very gross 
negligence was displayed by Captain 
.Moiiat ill not swinging tho Labouchcre 
to ascertain tlie deviation ol tlio Coni- 
jias^-es before leaving Han Francisco, 
the steering apparatus having been 
siiiftcd from aft forward. We are 
also of opinion that the loss of that 
vessel can be attributed solely to the 
error in tlie Compasse.n. At the same 
time we consider that the ship should 
not have been taken such a distance 
from the land, as five or six miles, aa 
tlicre would liavc been a great proba- 
bility of saving cargo, and all her 
.-stores, liad slic been kept within one 
or two iiiiios, which might easily have 
boeii done, by going slowly and trust- 
ing to the lead. 

There is a great discrepancy in the 
evidence given in the Protest by 
(Japtain ilotiat and llio helmsmen, as 
to tiic cotirscs steered, no (loubt re- 
iiiuiiiiiig in r>itr minds that tlio fir.st 
oiirse was S. W. by W., and that at 
p. in., or very shortly afterwards, 
.slio was steering west nothing to tho 
iinrtli instead of at fl p. m. None of 
IPSO coiir.-^o.-* however, would have 
jihiceil her in shore, iiad tlic Compasses 
been correct. 

Willi regard to Her Majesty's 
Mails, we cannot help thinking, that 
siifricicnt care waa not taken of them, 
and instead of tho mail bags (the 
letters especially) lieing placed in a po- 
sition of safety, tliat they wero [mt into 
apart of the ship not easily got at, 
and where in case of springing a leak, 
they would inevitably have got wet ; 
in fact, that private letters and pajiers 
apjicared lo be tho main objects of 
care, and attention, and Her Majesty's 
.Mails (luito a secondary consideration.
